Residents of the Victor area
proposed for annexation to Tor-
rance have been practically
promised that they will get
whatever zoning they agree on
if they will come into Torrance,

So stated George Powell, sec-
retary to the Planning Com-
mission, following a meeti
between Commissioners. and
residents of the Victor areéa,

ation will come up for a formal
hearing before the Torrance
City Council Tuesday,  Febru-
ary 28, .at 5:30 p.m.

During the discussion, .com-
missioners pointed out that res-
idents might find it desirable
to ask *for commercial zoning
along Hawthorne ave.

Commissioners assertedly
agreed informally to M-1 zoning
of the Victor area. The county,
on the other hand, has already
informed them that would be
rezoned to permit oil drilling
if they don't annex to Torramggy.

Some of the advantages of an-
